EXAMINER 'S AMENDMENT

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims 5, 8-10, 12-15 and 18-20 are allowed. The closest prior art of record is Laridon et 
al. (US 3,558,309). Laridon et al. fail to teach an alkaline developable, photosensitive 
composition comprising (a) at least one soluble binder resin, (b) at least one compound of 
formula I or II, (c) a photopolymerizable compound and an epoxy compound as disclosed by the 
instant application. No other prior art teaches an alkaline developable, photosensitive 
composition comprising (a) at least one soluble binder resin, (b) at least one compound of 
formula I or II, (c) a photopolymerizable compound and an epoxy compound as instantly 
claimed.
